Explora is the
place you’ll find trusted information about the topics that interest you. To help you get to
know Explora, we’ve created this scavenger hunt activity.

1. Take a look at the Explora home page. It should look like the screen pictured below.

6. Now, locate the Sort dropdown menu at the top of your result list. It looks like this:

This is another tool you can use to organize your search results. Relevance puts
your results in order of how closely they match your search terms. Besides sorting by
Relevance, what are your choices?
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7. Choose Date Oldest. This will reorder your results so that the oldest articles are listed first.
Click the title of the first article listed and open the full record. Write down the following:

This information helps you give an author credit for his or her work. Presenting someone
else’s words or ideas as your own is called plagiarism. You can avoid plagiarism by citing
any sources you use to complete a research paper or project.

8. Let’s try another kind of search. Click on the Explora logo at the top left of your screen to
return to the home page (remember, you can use this feature any time you want to start
over). Below the image carousel, you'll find many subject categories. Click the “More” link
under the Social Studies category. Look at the list of alphabetical topics and choose one
that interests you. Which topic did you choose?

a. Click on the topic link. How many search results did you get?

b. Drag the Publication Date slider to your right so
that you see only results published since 2000. (You [EEE | Pubiication Date | 2015
can also type the date into the box). How many *
results do you have now?

c. Your teacher will now ask you to select a Lexile Range. Lexiles help you find articles
that match your reading level. Check the box next to the Lexile your teacher selects.
Now how many results appear?

Click on one of the articles about your topic to learn more. Answer the following:
d. What is the title of the article?
e. Who is the author?
f. What is the name of the source?
